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REMARKS 

The Examiner has issued a restriction requirement stating that the application claims two 
separate inventions. Specifically, the Examiner identifies the two inventions as being: 



I. Claims 1 -58, drawn to a method for treating a patient having 
a disease associated with over-expression of EZH2 
comprising administering to the patient a therapeutically 
effective amoimt of DNA methylation inhibitor; and 

II. Claims 59- 1 05, drawn to a method for treating a patient 
having a disease associated with over-expression of EZH2 
comprising administering to the patient a therapeutically 
effective amount of a histone deacetylase inhibitor. 

Applicant elects Group I (Claims 1-58) without traverse. Accordingly, claims 59-105 are 
canceled without prejudice. 

Applicant reserves the right pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121 to file one or more divisional 
applications directed to the non-elected inventions during the pendency of the present 
application.
